Search flea markets for pretty 
felt pieces like these, or try 
your hand at making them 
yourself. You can make 
several simple felt hearts 
stuffed with cotton and string 
them together to make an 
unfussy garland — the stitching 
doesn't need to look perfect 
because imperfections make it 
feel more custom-made and 
down-to-earth. An angel 
made from driftwood and tied 
with a simple red ribbon 
completes the colorful design. 

To tie into this eclectic vibe, 
natural elements provide a 
variety of textures that keep 
the look interesting. From a 
reindeer and mini tree made 
from scrap wood to antique 
candlesticks with patina on 
the mantel, this soft, serene 
feel is achieved using muted 
colors and romantic pastels. 
So as not to take attention 
away from the tree, the 
simply wrapped presents 
are corralled in a wire basket.

O Bells 

The sound of bells jingling 
every time you open your front 
door is a friendly reminder that 
the Christmas season is upon 
us. Start your search for antique 
bells at the flea market or 
online, on sites like Etsy or eBay. 
Bronze antique sleigh bells from 
the late 1800s can often be 
found in sets of 10 or more, 
making it easy to gather a large 
collection. They also don't all 
have to match — embrace their 
individual patina and finishes by 
not polishing them for a 
mismatched, eclectic look. 



Q c^Wiisic to Your Eyes 

For all the lovers of Christmas tunes, this wreath is for you. Start by finding sheet music at a vintage shop or flea 
market — the more tattered and worn the pages, the better. Get creative and cut out petals from the sheet music, 
gluing your pieces together to form flowers. Once you have made enough flowers to cover your foam or 
grapevine wreath, hot-glue them on. Finish off the look with a piece of colorful ribbon and hang it. You can also 
make flowers like these from burlap, ribbon, lace or vintage linens.

Vintage ornaments are a favorite flea-market find because you can never have too 
many and they are inexpensive. Available in a range of styles and colors, they are 
beautiful on their own, but when grouped together create an eye-catching statement 
piece.

Ycpu can go with a classic color combo like silver and gold, or create a 
more playful look by gathering them in a range of colors, as shown here. Fill the smaller 
nooks and crannies with tiny ornaments, and finish off the wreath with curled ribbon.

There's no better way to honor a collection of Christmas brooches than by turning 
them into home decor for the holidays. You can easily find sets of vintage Christmas 
brooches online or buy them individually for just a few dollars each. Look for special 
ones that remind you of your favorite things about the holidays. Place your favorite 
pieces on top so they really shine, especially if any of your brooches are inherited family 
heirlooms. You can even use damaged ones purchased at a discount by hiding any 
scratched or dented parts. 






Q 0\\e for the Books 

Some flea-market shoppers have more antique books than they know what to do 
with. If that's you, here's an idea to embrace your love of the written word. Take a 
vintage book and spray paint the edges of the pages in the color of your choice. (This is 
optional, if you want to add color.) Tear out an individual page and lightly fold it (without 
making creases in the paper) to create a fan or accordion-looking piece. Using a stapler, 
staple the pages onto the wreath in the middle of page, allowing the waves to fan out. 
Continue this until the wreath is completely covered.

Nicole’s sweet and sophisticated style 
comes together in the living room, 
where she combines playful color and 
pattern, contemporary accents and 
midcentury-modern furnishings. Her 
pale pink walls instantly set the mood 
as a soothing backdrop for fun finds.

"\ don't think Christmas has to 
be relegated to just red and 
green/' Nicole says. She loves 
combinations like teal and pink, 
red and pink or green and pink — 
"any kind of riff on those traditional 
colors." And don't forget other 
textures such as glitter and metal. 
"Sparkle and shine always makes it 
feel Christmassy." 

Get Festive, Not Fussy 

When decking the halls, it can 
be tempting to cover everything 
in tinsel and garland. Show some 
restraint and focus on a few key 
details. For starters, a Christmas 
tree is a must. Choose a theme 
for each tree, using one to three 
ornament styles for cohesion. Too 
many mismatched ornaments can 
look cluttered, so balance them 
out carefully. 

If you don't have a fireplace 
mantel, get creative. Nicole's

Metallic accents and Nicole’s signature pink tones give the dining room a sophisti- 
cated, festive edge. Don’t be afraid to mix silver and gold for a fully luxurious effect. 
On the buffet, a collection of ornaments and a pair of large brass reindeer add a 
pop of sparkle.

Or perhaps 
you want to use both together for a fresh take, if you reaiiy want to have fun with it, grab a coior 
wheei and spin it around. See what unique combos you can come up with— it just may inspire you 
to choose a shade you'd never consider a Christmas coior. 

3. Bring in naturai eiements. Accent your furniture and accessories with smaii, naturai touches of 
Christmas. Spruce up a bookcase with a fresh gariand, dress up your mantei with pine boughs or 
fiii apothecary jars with pinecones.The beauty of nature aiways enhances any decor and with 
minimai effort.

As 
the holidays draw near, antiquers 
often find themselves wishing they 
had hit one more yard sale in search 
of vintage holiday decor. Luckily, 
there are easy ways to create 
heirloom-style treasures in a crunch. 

This year, get crafty and give new, 
store-bought items a vintage spin. All 
you need to turn back time are some 
simple materials you might already 
have around the house as well as a 
bit of patience. Let's get crafting!

I What you’ll need: 

I • Brown croft or wax paper 

I • Q-tips or cotton balls 

I • Nall-pollsh remover 

I • Inexpensive glass ball ornaments 

I • Dry cloth or paper towel 

I • Brown craft paint and small paintbrush (optional) 

I • String or ribbon (optional) 

I What you’ll do: 

1 . Cover the work area with craft paper to protect 
I your surfaces. 

I 2. Hold the glass ball by the metal hook. 

3. Apply a small amount of nall-pollsh remover to a 
I Q-tIp or cotton ball.

i 4. Gently tap the surface of the ornament to remove 
^ bits of the paint. Just a little tapping goes a long way. 
* Play with the technique until you get an aged finish.

I surface of the ornament with a clean, dry cloth to 
I remove any remaining nall-pollsh remover. 

. 6. Optional: A shiny metal hook Is generally a dead 

I giveaway that the ornament Is new. Create the 
I Illusion of age by creating "rust." Dry-brush a tiny 
I amount of light-brown or rust-colored craft paint 

I onto the metal. Allow It to dry. Finish by tying an old 

^ string or ribbon onto the hook.

In the diverse living room, a new Regency-style coffee table coexists alongside a vintage tree-stump 
stool. The secondhand armchair has been newly upholstered in velvet. The lamp is also vintage, 
covered in a pale pink lampshade with ruching. Because of a wide array of colors and textures, the 
room’s design is bold yet beautiful. 
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Home Sweet Dream Home 

The home had several of the features that 
appealed to Linda: stained-glass windows, 
original wall tiles, a beautiful staircase and a 
spacious garden. They realized that if it was to 
become the family home they envisioned, a 
complete renovation was unavoidable. Step by 
step they began to turn their vision into reality to 
transform the space into their dream home. 

Rene took five months off work to demolish 
everything they didn't want in their new home 
and to rebuild the space to turn their vision into a 
reality. Linda's father, an architect, also helped the 
couple. After careful consideration, they decided 
to keep the original layout and preserve most of 
features that initially made them fall in love with 
the home. 

During the renovations, Linda and Rene were 
pleasantly surprised by some of the things they 
discovered. They breathed new life into the 
original sliding doors on the ground floor, 
original floor tiles in the kitchen and a connecting 
corridor, various original built-in cupboards and 
the massive oak floor. Some vintage pieces, such 
as antique notebooks left by the previous 
owners, were even given a new lease on life in 
the transformed interior.

I like 
matching vintage pieces with new objects, and I 
am proud of the style I have created — it's my 
signature," Linda says.

The cabinet in the living rooim, part of a complete unit that 
Linda bought secondhand off the Internet, is the perfect way 
to store Linda’s collections: teacups, boxes and objects that 
have a special significance. “Collecting is in my blood. My 
grandfather used to collect all sorts of curiosities and display 
them in very stylish ways in his home. Even as a little girl, I 
was fascinated,” Linda says.

Yiveca and Finn Runestam. 

When you enter their beautiful home, a sense 
of timelessness radiates from the space's 
preserved original floors and windows, 
which have an irreplaceable patina. Their 
home is completely furnished with antique 
furniture and vintage accents yet is very much 
fresh and full of life. 

Viveca and her husband live and work in 
their home, upcycling old pieces and 
restoring furniture. For many years now, 
Viveca has owned her own antiques shop — 
and her favorite finds often end up on 
display at home rather than in the store. 

Farmhouse Found 

In the 1980s Viveca and Finn first came 
across their home, formerly a farm with 80 
dairy cows and over 30 young cattle. Viveca 
and Finn, who both had previous experience 
in agricultural work, took care of the farm for 
over 10 years. But overburdened by the 
amount of work, they later switched to 
producing just grain. The change to a more 
relaxed lifestyle gave Viveca the time to 
pursue her passion for antiques and open a 
shop.

on a winter's day, it has a dreamy appearance that 
conjures up images of hot cocoa, a warm fireplace and 
mistletoe hanging from the door. "The house has such a 
good feel to it already that creating the Christmas 
atmosphere requires very little extra effort," Sandra says.

• Kitchenalia: Nothing says industrial like shiny 
metallic accents. When it comes to kitchen- 
ware, look for items like a rusty kitchen scale, 
vintage tart tins and antique metal coffee 
tins. Display smaller items in glass jars to show 
them off without taking up much space. 

• Apothecary cabinet: You'll be able to find 
this big-ticket item at a flea market. Though it 
might be in need of a coat of paint, an 
apothecary cabinet with many small drawers 
will get you an industrial look without breaking 
the bank. 

• Cast-iron urns: Sandra owns several cast-iron 
urns, which tie in beautifully with her home's 
black-and-white color scheme.

The idea for a 
pop-up vintage and handmade 
market soon began to take form 
and in 2013, the first Hobnob Market 
was hosted in an Indiana restaurant's 
banquet hall with just 20 vendors. 
Despite being small, the market still 
managed to draw in 800 visitors. 

Holiday Heaven 

The success of Hobnob Market is, 
in large part, due to the variety of 
styles represented by the vendors, 
where guests can see items in a 
range of styles, from country and 
primitive to shabby. Also important 
is that visitors to Hobnob Market get 
what Holly calls the "complete 
experience." She says, "We tell the 
vendors, make your booth look like 
a miniature shop." 

While vendors today are lining up 
to take part in Hobnob Market, Holly 
originally chased after most of the 
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sellers herself, and still does 
when she finds a vendor she's 
particularly excited about. 
"Customers never know what 
they're going to see," she says 
of the pop-up market's selection. 
It's this unpredictability that 
makes guests return throughout 
the year. 

Discover Something New 

"People know that, number 
one, they're going to absolutely 
see vendors that have been 
curated and, secondly, that 
they're going to find things they 
can't buy in big-box shops," 
Holly says. 

Visitors to the Hobnob 
Holiday Market this year can 
expect the upbeat vendors, 
curated content and wide 
variety of goods that have 
made Hobnob Market so 
successful in the past. In 
addition, there will be more 
new and exciting vendors and 
an additional pop-up market 
two weeks after the first holiday 
market to accommodate the 
increase in guests that has 
occurred over the years. 

Despite the addition of a 
second holiday market. Holly 
says, "You can expect a unique 
market every time."

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All you'll need is a little time and a few supplies to craft these pretties and spread the holiday cheer. 

1 . Patchwork Tree Baubles: "You'll need plastic baubles, fabric, PVA glue and a glue brush, fabric scissors and a 
narrow ribbon," Lake writes. "Cut your chosen fabrics into small squares or rectangles. Once you have a pile of 
fabric pieces ready, use a (glue) brush to cover the bauble with PVA glue; then start sticking them on, overlapping 
the pieces so there aren't any gaps. Make a loop from the ribbon and hang (the bauble) up to dry." 

2. Christmas Tags and Cards: "Scan your artwork or use an image you have saved to your computer. Open a 
photo-editing program, such as Photoshop, and make a grid of images to cover an A4/US letter-sized area. Adjust the 
color and tone if desired. Print it onto white cardstock and cut (the pictures) out. Then cut craft parcel tags into strips, 
add a Christmas label and tie them all together." 

3. Felt Bunting: "You need red and two shades of green felt, red cotton thread, fabric scissors and a sewing machine. 
Cut out a selection of holly shapes in both shades of green felt. Next, cut circles from the red felt to make the berries. 
Thread up your sewing machine with the red cotton thread and start sewing the shapes together."

What you’ll need: 

Thick brown paper 
Craft knife 
Cutting mat 
Metal ruler 

Glue or double-sided tape 
Decorative edged scissors 
Tracing paper 
Pencil 


What you’ll do: 

1 . To make a bag, cut a brown-paper oblong 10 x 7 1/2 inches. Fold a strip 
Vs inch wide along one side edge. Fold the oblong in half and open out 
again. Cut a %-inch strip from the bottom edge of the side that does 
not have the folded edge. 

2 . Fold the bottom edge of the side with the folded edge in by Vs inch. 

3 . Place double-sided tape or apply glue to the two flaps. Fold the 
oblong in half, aligning the side and bottom edges. Press to seal 
the edges. 

4 . Use decorative edged scissors to cut a corrugated or patterned 
edge along the top of the bag. 

5 . To make the gingerbread labels, scan, blow up to size, print and copy 
the templates (shown on the right) and cut out the shapes from thin 
brown card. Use a hole punch to cut out the eyes, and make a hole to 
thread a tie through. Cut a mouth, using a craft knife. 

6 . Machine stitch a few lines of decorative stitching across the width of 
the gingerbread men and ladies. Thread a length of string through the 
hole to attach to gifts. 

7 . In a way similar to steps 5 and 6, make the heart labels from white card. 
You can punch a hole to thread a ribbon through, or you can tuck the 
heart into a ribbon tied around the bag. 

8. To make the oblong label, cut a piece of white paper 4 74 x 2 V 2 inches. 
Cut along one edge with decorative edged scissors. Sew a line of 
zigzag stitching Vs inch in from the decorative edge. Cut out the heart 
shape in the lower half of the label with a craft knife.

2 cups all-purpose (plain) flour

1 y 2 cups all-purpose (plain) flour, 
plus extra for dusting 

1 teaspoon ground ginger 
Vi teaspoon salt 
1 teaspoon baking powder

1 tablespoon molasses 

1 tablespoon light corn (golden) 
syrup

Button Bites Overview: 

1 . Preheat the oven to 325°R 

2 . Moke the vanilla cookie dough 
(see Vanilla Cookie Dough) 
and refrigerate it for at least 
30 minutes. 




To give button bites as 
gifts, thread some onto a 
vintage-style button card 
or onto ribbons. These 
tiny cookies make great 
stocking stutters.

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3 . Make the ginger snap dough (see Ginger Snap Dough) and refrigerate it for 
5 minutes. 

4 Make the ginger snap buttons (see Making the Buttons) foiiowed by the vaniiia 
cookie buttons (after the vaniiia cookie dough has chiiied for 30 minutes). 

5 . Finish the buttons (see Finishing the Buttons). 

Vanilla Cookie Dough: 

1 . Beat the butter for o coupie of minutes; then odd the sugar and beat weii untii 
combined. Add the egg and vaniiia and beat untii creamy. 

2 . Sift the fiour and sait into a bowi; then add haif of it to the butter mixture and beat 
untii combined. Add the rest of the fiour and mix for a few minutes untii a dough 
begins to form and easiiy comes ioose from the sides of the bowi. 

3 . Lightiy fiour your work surface. Turn the dough out and knead it into o boii. Wrap 
it in piostic wrap and refrigerate for at ieost 30 minutes. 

Ginger Snap Dough: 

4 Sift the fiour, ginger, soit and baking powder into o bowi. 

5 . Meit the butter, sugar, moiosses and syrup in o saucepan over o iow heat untii 
combined; then pour it over the fiour. Mix the butter mixture and fiour together untii 
they form o stiff dough. Add o iittie more fiour if the dough seems sticky. Let it cooi, 
wrap it in piostic wrap and refrigerate it for 5 minutes. 

Making the Buttons: 

6 . Roii out the dough on o surface iightiy dusted with fiour untii it is about inch thick. 

7 . Use round cutters to cut out different-sized buttons. Moke them quite smoii— 
2-3 y 2 inches in diameter— so they remain cute and easy to package. For each 
button, use the rounded end of o smoiier cutter to impress on indentation and 
moke o neat ridge. 

Finishing the Buttons: 

8. Use on icing tip to cut two or four neat hoies in each button. Push the tip into the 
dough and twist it siightiy. 

9 . Using o poiette knife, iift the cookies onto o greased baking sheet and cooi 
them in the fridge for 5 minutes. 



10 . Bake in the oven 12-15 minutes or untii just goiden in coior.
